SHUM-CHUN BOMBING: 
RELIEF MEASURES 
NOW IN FULL SWING 


THE SCOPE of tho work undertaken by Government to deal 
with refugee, relief and medical exigencies occasioned by the bomb- 
ing of Lowy and Shum Chun on Tuesday, is indicated by the follow- 
ing report submitted by the Dircctor of Medical Services, Hon. Dr. 
P. S. Selwyn-Clarke, to H.E. the Governor. ‘ 


The Director proceeded to the 
-Shum Chun Refugee Camp on re- 
_celving news of the bombing on 
Tucsduy morning to re-assure the 
refugees. there. that arrangements 
were belng made immediately for 
their shelter and feeding aot. the 
Fanling Rallway Camps, nnd to 
ascertain the position with regard to 
casualties, The majority of the 
refugees, had already mode their 
escape ond were scattered along the 
road and’ rallway between Shum 
Chun and Sheungy Shui. Pollce co- 
opernted in directing them to Fanling 
North Cump, which was fall by 5 
pan, und the surplus were dirested 
to South Camp, which filed up dur- 
ingt the evening. ; 

Dr. Schwyn-Clarke pinve Insatruc- 
tions to Mr. Kay Lee the contractor, 
who, despite the day being a holiday 
festlval and the markets consequent- 
ly being closed, contrived to serve 
one hot meal that evening to 3,000 
refugees. The Director also arranged 
with the Water and Sanitary authori- 
ties to put in a service, which twas 
done by the evening of the same 
day, 

Preparations were made for per- 
manent medical posts .at the Camps 
and ut the Government Welfare 
Centre (Lady Ho Tung) near Dill's 
Cump. 

Night In Compound . 

The majority of the one thousand 
refugees who had been cared for by 
the World Red Swastika Society at 
Shum Chun Camp, were grouped 
that evening In a large compound at 
Fanllng, since only a few hundreds 
could be accommodated in South 
Camp. Many of thls party had been 
transported to Fanling by Mr. F. W. 
fSendall, attached to the Medical 
Department, in the Red Cross truck 
Jent by the .Natlonal Chinese Red 
Crosa Society, The excess refugecs 
from this number were  accom- 
imodated = subsequently in Gill's 
Cutting Camp, trucks having been 
kindly placed there’ by the manaper 
of the Kowloon-Canton Railway. 

About 80 refugees found their w: 
to Pat Heung Camp where they “ 
admitted. 

Meanwhile, a ward was cleared at; 
the Kowloon Hospital te receive the 
wounded, Scventecn. were aimitted 
on Tuesday—two dying of their 
wounds the same day—and 20 were 
admitted temporarily to tents at the 
Kwong Woh Hospital by 9 pan., two 
of them dying of weunds. Those 
enses’ that could stand the journey 
were subsequently transferred — to 
Kowloon Hospital or Lai Chi Kok 
Relief Hospital since the Kwong Wah 
vius olready overcrowded. 

At 4 pm. on Tuesday there were 
still 14 wounded wailing, to be taken 
to hospital while more were being 
found under the debris of Shum 
Chun Village. Adequate arrange. 
ments were made, however, for thelr 
treatment in Kowloon and there was 
no cause for concern on this pround, 

With the approval-of Government, 
the Medical Department Immediately 
instituted the rapid erection of 
additlonal shelters for some 1,500— 
2.000 refupces from ‘Shum Chun 
Village and neighbourhood along 
Mankanto Rond (between the Inter- 
national Bridge and Sheung Shut) 
with Jatrines, kitchens, and water 


supply. 2 
Alttcmpt to Escapo 

The report states that from in- 
formation from certain casualties, it 
appeared that the inmates of the 
Refusee Camp at the Casino, tricd to 
escape by “the ‘railway ne and 
by the temporary wooden bridge 
across the river when the acroplanes 
began thelr attack. 

From the observation of the 
Director of Medicat Services himself, 
n bomb was dropped 150 to 200 yards 
from the Casino on the south end of 
the Chinese section of the Shumchun 
Railway Station, kHling two men and 
a womnon, on whose bodies he saw 
undoubted evidence of wounding by 
pieces of the bomb. The bomb must 
have been of compuratively light 
calibre since the hole made In the 
cobble platform was only two feet 
decp by three and a half feet in 
diameter. ; 

A second Nght bomb wasn dropped 
near the Casino, about 150 ynrda to 
the west on Britich territory across 
the stream. The sprend of this bomb 
must have been remarkable for Dr. 
Selwyn-Clarke was . informed by

—whose surggery was in direct view 
that lf killed six and wounded several 


refugeea. who hod crossed the 
temporary bridge from the Camp, 
and were making their way into 
Hongkong. Five ot the bodies had 
nirendy been cncoffined, but the 
sixth, which was seen by the Director 
‘was that of a boy of nine whose right 
te? had been completely removed. 
The same doctors also stated that 
about 20 other refugees hadi been 
wounded by the bomb and by 
machine-gun buliets in the same field 
in British territory. The nomea of 
the witnesses had been recorded. 


Communique Issued

On Tuesday afternoon the two 
roliway camps, north and south of 
Fanling Stntlon were re-opened by 
the Government Medical Department 
to shelter some two thousand add 
refugees who had been accommodated 
Previously to the border fneldent in 
the Shum Chun Refugee _ Camp. 
-Medieal and sanitary services were 
' immedintely Inatituted at the camps 
and the refugees were given a hot 
monl nt. 7 pm. on the ‘same day, 
‘Special, arranyemeiits were. made. for 
She care of maternity. cases Yt the 


Government (Lady Hod Tung) Wel- 
fare Centre, Fanting. 

On the following day a third camp 
was re-opened by Government at 
Gil’s Cutting. These camps now 
hold a total of 2,567 persons. 

Approval of Governinent has been 
obtained for a fourth camp which fs 
now in course of erection along the 
Mankamto Roud for some 2,000 or 
more _refugees_at present without 
shelter in that neighbourhood. 

Observers were tmpressed with the 
orderly way In which the refugees 
{ravelicd from the border to the 
Government refugee camps, and 
tribute is due to the Police Depart~ 
ment for their excellent organisation 
in this respect, 


Tho Casualtics 

On the day of the incident some 
67 wounded were admitted to tho 
hospitals in Kowloon (not including 
17 who were treated as out- 
patients), only one case being ad- 
mitted to the Queen Mary Hospital. 

Three of the cases admitted to 
hospital had been wounded Jn British 
territory; the remainder were from 
the neighbourhood of Shum Chun 
Station, the Casino and Refugee Camp 
and Shum Chun Village. Many were 
transferred from the St. John 
Ambulance Assoclation Hospital and 
First Ald Post in the Casino and from 
the First Ald Post manned by the 
donrkong Red Swastika Society. 

Six. of those wounded In Chinese 
erritory dled after arrival ut the 
<owloon and Kwons Wah Hospitals, 
ind this number of deaths has to be 
added to the twelve who were killed 
or died of wounds In British territory 
in the neighbourhood of the British 
post at Lo Wu Bridge, 

There remain at the moment some 
20 wounded under care at the Kow- 
loon Hospital, 24 at Lai Chi Kok

“If the Japanese took over control 
of'the Settlement, Shanghai would be 
in a state of chaos within a week.” 
The Manchester Guardian states:

International Settlement in 
Shanghai is virtually in a state of 
rehy,” declared Mr. Morita Mori- 
hima, Counsellor of the Japanese 
Embassy in China,’ who arrived here 
frum Shanghal on Wednesday to sub- 
mit reports on the latest develop- 
ments to the Foreign Minister.

At the instance of the Japanese 
Naval authoritics, Mr.  Yoshiakl 
Miura, the Japancse Consul-Gencral 
here, yesterday‘ lodged protests with 
the British and Norwegian Consula- 
tes-Gencral with regard to the al- 
legea antringement of the Yangtse 
shipping regulations by British und 
Norwegian steamers, .

Darbur, a Norwegian 
frelghter, moored beside therm, The 
Soochow then headed for Swatow, 
while the Norwegian ship proceeded

Rathan, 
u British-chartered freighter, also 
took In a cargo of rice and proceed- 
ed fo an unknown destination It is 
alleged. 

In their representations yesterday, 
the Japanese naval authorities warn- 
ed that in the event of similar oc- 
curence jin future, they would. be

RIOTS AT 
LOS 


ANGELES 


2,000 Anti-Nazis 
Demonstrate 


“Los Angeles, Feb. 23. 

Police riot squads equipped with 
tenr gas dispersed’ a boisterous de- 
anonstration of .more than 2,000 anti- 
Nazis protesting against the Washing- 
ton birthday rally of the German- 
American Bund at the local Deuts- 
cheshaous yesterday. 

‘The demonstrators sent volicys of 
vegetables and stones and it is re- 
perted that several, were slightly in- 
lured. Tear gas was not used, de- 
spite the Bund }eader’s threat to or- 
der uniformed Storm ‘Troopers to 
break up the demonstration if the 
rolice were unsuccessful in dispers~ 
ing the crowd. 

The riot squads escorted several 
Bunders, including women, to safely, 
while about 300 others continued 
singing ond drinking beer, until the 
carly morning, although stones were 
crashing in through the windows. 

.The crowd, angered by the pre- 
sence of the leader of the Bund at the 
entrance to the Deutschesheus, be- 
gan hurling rotten vegetables and 
stones, yelling “Down with Hitler! 
Down with Fascism{" while sound 
trucks patrolled the strects and a 
loudspeaker blared similar senti- 
ments, 

Herman Schwinn, radio director of 
the Bund, told the press, “We are 
not worrled. If the police’ cannot 
clear the street we will clear if our 
selves,” 

The police stated that the attack 
was led by members of the socialist 
Workers’ Party and the Young 
People’s Soclallst Union. There was 
sporadic street fighting between the 
departing Bund members and the 
anti-Nazls. Two Bund members are 
reported to have been struck on .the 
head with stones, 

Several clubs were found in the 
street this morning and the entrance 
to the Bund hall was piled high with 
rotten vepetables.—United Press.
